Fumitories & Corydalis in Edinburgh / Lothians 


e Avoid relying on colour for Fumitories, except where indicated or relatives, as they change with 
maturity and can wash out in the end. Flower size is measured from tip to tip (including the ‘back 
end’). For the structure of a fumitory, see end. 


e Fumitories can be sectioned into two groups based on whether the lower petal is straight-ended 
or spoon-ended, and some distinctive relatives are placed in a third section at the very end: see 
the pictures below and then view the appropriate section.

Common Fumitory - Widespread except S of City - Fumaria officinalis 

ssp officinalis : e Spoon pointed e Sepals (2-)2.5-3.5 x 1-1.5 mm e Flowers (10)20-45(60) e Fruits 
distinctly wider than long with end notch 

ssp wirtgenii : e Spoon unpointed e Sepals 1.5-2.0 x 0.75 x 1 mm e Flowers (5)10-20(24) e Fruits 
little wider than long with end point 
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Dense-flowered Fumitory - Occasional esp in City - Fumaria densiflora 
e Sepals 2-3.5(4.0) x (1.5)2-3(3.8) mm 
e Flower 6-7 mm 
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Fine-leaved Fumitory - Rare - Fumaria parviflora 

e Flower white (incl. uppermost petal) 5-6mm, pinkening with maturity 
e Sepals tiny 0.5-0.75(1.2) x 0.5-0.75 mm 

e Leaves channelled (not flat) 





Straight-Ended Lower Petals 


- Widespread except S of City - Fumaria muralis 
ssp neglecta e Sepals approx toothless which can be confused with the unrecorded F. reuteri, but e 
Flower 9-10mm (v 11-13) @ Flower head less to little exceeding stalk length (v greatly exceeding). 
e (Also reuteri stigma has a central well-developed papilla. ) 
ssp muralis e Fruits smooth when dry (1.75-)2-2.25 x 1.7-2.0 mm 
ssp boraei e Fruits obscurely wrinkled when dry 2.25-2.5 x (2.0)2.25-2.5 mm 
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Moderate sepals 
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- Occasional W of City + Coldingham S-wards - Fumaria bastardii 
Fruits wrinkled when dry 
var bastardii e Upper-petal one-coloured (compare parviflora above, which is spoon-ended and tiny 
Sepals) 
var hibernica e Wings of upper petal blackish-red e Plant diffuse and straggly e Fruits 2.5 x 2.5 mm 





var gussoneii e Wings of upper petal blackish-red e Plant dwarf e Fruits 2 x 2 mm 
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White Ramping Fumitory - Rare - Fumaria capreolata 

e Flower 10-13(14) mm 

e Compare Purple Ramping Fumitary below, whose keel is usually hidden because the upper wings 
Stand upright. 

ssp capreolata e Fruits 2 x 2 mm 

ssp babingtonii e Fruits 2.5 x 2.5 mm
